Stranger Came to Sedalia to 
Turn a “ Trick." 


IN WKONd PEW , THOUGH 


Arrested at Lamo nte and Judjre Lo u- 
iran Sent Him to the 
fo r Two Years. 


B. B. Robin son , aged 36 years, a 
well dressed stran ger sportin g a big 
brown moustach e, diamon d rin g, 
gold watch an d ch ain an d oth er 
jewelry, bough t an So acre farm 
from Samuel Claybaugh , n ear La­ 
mon te, Friday aftern oon , givin g a 
$400 ch eck to bin d th e bargain , 
an d yesterday aftern oon h e pleaded 
guilty in th e circuit court to th e 
ch arge of forgery an d was sen ­ 
ten ced by Judge Lon gan to two 
years’ imprison men t in th e pen i­ 
ten tiary- 
Th e 
attempted 
swin dle 
was 
about th e biggest fool th in g th at 
h as been sprun g in Sedalia sin ce 
th e 
West-Stubblefield 
would-be 
train robbery, an d stamps Robin ­ 
son as a n ovice in th e busin ess, al­ 
th ough h e is well educated an d 
would pass in an y commun ity as a 
successful busin ess man . 
Here’s 
th e story as n arrated to th e D e m o ­ 


c r a t by th e parties wh o did busi­ 
n ess with Robin son : 


Friday foren oon Robin son called 
at th e real estate office of May & 
Wallace, on East Secon d street, 
an d said h e was th in kin g of in vest­ 
in g in 
Sedalia 
property. 
He 
own ed a farm of *^ioS acres an d a 
fraction ” th ree miles west of Par­ 
son s, Kas., h e said, but desired to 
purch ase a residen ce h ere. 
He 
asked about a dwellin g at Th ir­ 
teen th an d Lafayette streets, worth 
$600 or $7 00, with wh om May & 
Wallace n ad been in correspon d­ 
en ce with a gen tleman at Yates 
Cen ter, Kas., an d Mr. W. T. Wal­ 
lace, jun ior member of th e firm, 
th ough t at first th at th e visitor was 
th e Yates Csn ter gen tleman . 
Robin son explain ed th at h e h ad 
just come in th e n igh t before from 
Kan sas City, wh ere h e h ad been a 
guest at th e New Alban y h otel 
from th e 8 th to th e 13th in st., an d 
added th at h e h ad n ot don e an y 
oth er lookin g aroun d with a view 
to buyin g sin ce h is arrival h ere. 
After some furth er talk Mr. Wal­ 
lace remembered th at Robin son 
was n ot th e n ame of h is Yates Cen ­ 
ter correspon den t, but th e visitor 
appeared to be perfectly familiar 
with th e correspon den ce in th at 
particular tran saction , wh ich sur­ 
prised Mr. Wallace n ot a little an d 
h e became suspicious. 
Fin ally Robin son stated th at h e 
would rath er purch ase a small farm 
th an town property, an d Mr. W al­ 
lace told h im of an 8 o-acre tract 
own ed by Mr. Samuel Claybaugh , 
two miles west of Lamon te, th at 
was a bargain , an d th e visitor 
promised to in vestigate. 
He left 
with th e un derstan din g th at h e an d 
Mr. Wallace would go to Lamon te 
on th e 2 140 o’clok p. m. train , an d 
if th e lan d was as represen ted a 
sale would likely be effected. 
A little later in th e foren oon 
Robin son dropped in to th e Th ird 
Nation al ban k, wh en h e explain ed 
to R. F. Harris, assistan t cash ier, 
th at h e 
h ad a draft for $8 45 
drawn by th e Bran n ock ban k, of 
Pocatello, Idah o, on th e Nation al 
Sh oe an d Leath er ban k, of New 
York city, an d asked if it would 
be n ecessary to h ave it en dorsed 
before h e could realize th e cash 
on it. 
Mr. 
Harris 
an swered in th e 
affirmative, but, like Mr. Wallace, 
h is suspicion was aroused, an d h e 
made up h is min d th en an d th ere 
th at Robin son would be a good 
man to watch , alth ough h e kept 
h is own coun sel. 
Robin son departed, but return ed 
at 2 o’clock p. m., an d told of h is 
prospective purch ase of May & 
Wallace, an d on Mr. Wallace’s 
advice decided to leave th e draft 
with th e ban k for collection , an d a 
receipt sh owin g th at such was th e 
case was given h im, after wh ich 
h e took h is departure.

Th i r d N a t i o n a l B a n k . ” 
On arn vai at Lamon te Messrs. 
Wallace an d Robin ton secured a 
livery con veyan ce an d drove to th e 
Claybaugh tract of lan d, wh ich 
Robin son examin ed critically an d 
said h e would like to own it. 
Mr. Claybaugh was in Lamon te, 
so Wallace an d Robin son return ed 
th ere, an d Mr. Claybaugh was 
asked h ow much h e wan ted an acre 
for th e lan d. 
His price was ^45 
an acre, h e replied, but h e fin ally 
con sen ted to sell for $42.50, an d a 
con tract was en tered in to, Robin ­ 
son givin g Mr. Claybaugh a ch eck 
for $400, on th e Th ird Nation al 
ban k of Sedalia, to bin d th e bar­ 
gain at $3 400. 
Robin son was th en asked wh at 
h e proposed doin g with th e farm, 
an d made an swer th at h e h ad pur­ 
ch ased it as a speculation . 
He 
would likely wan t a ten an t, h e 
added, an d Mr. Claybaugh at on ce 
ren ted it from h im, agreein g to 
give Robin son on e-th ird of th e 
small grain raised on th e place th is 
year, to be delivered in Lamon te. 


So far, so good. 
At 7 :o8 o’clock 
Friday even in g th e Th ird Nation al 
ban k people received an an swer 
from th eir message to Pocatello, as 
follows :

Th is message con vin ced Assist­ 
an t Cash ier Harris th at it was time 
to act, so Coun ty Attorn ey C. C. 
Kelly was called an d th e situation 
explain ed to h im. 
He at on ce 
called up Lamon te on th e lon g-dis­ 
tan ce teleph on e, an d about 9 o’clock 
p. m. Robin son was arrested by 
Con stable Hen ry Flemin g, at th e 
store of C. D. Reavis, wh ere h e 
h ad gon e to purch ase a cigar, an d 
was brough t to Sedalia on Mis­ 
souri Pacific train No. S. 
Robin son was 
taken 
to 
th e 
coun ty jail, wh ere h e was search ed, 
an d $4 or $5 in mon ey was foun d 
on h is person , an d also a blan k 
ch eck for $250, bearin g th e sign a­ 
ture of B. B. Robin son . 
A bun dle 
th at th e 
prison er 
carried, an d 
wh ich h e said con tain ed a toy bed 
for h is little girl, was open ed an d 
foun d to con tain a mach in e for 
perforatin g ch ecks. 
Robin son “ stood pat” durin g all 
of th is time, an d referred to W. F. 
Radler & Co., wh olesale dealers in 
cigars, at Woodward, Ok., as to 
h is stan din g an d respon sibility. 
He explain ed th at h e was in ter­ 
ested in min in g lan ds in Idah o, but 
h is cousin , M. C. Gurdan , of Poca­ 
tello, was closin g out h is in terests 
th ere for h im, an d h ad forwarded 
h im th e $8 45 draft in paymen t for 
on e-fourth of h is h oldin gs, with 
th e un derstan din g th at th e remain ­ 
in g th ree-fourth s would be for­ 
warded in th e n ear future.

Yesterday morn in g Lawyer Kel­ 
ly h ad an oth er con feren ce with 
Robin son , at wh ich h e con fessed 
h is guilt, an d said h e would plead 
guilty to th e ch arge of forgery if 
assuran ce was given th at a sen ­ 
ten ce n ot to exceed th ree years 
would be imposed. 
Th is was satisfactory to Mr. 
Kelly, but later Robin son recon ­ 
sidered an d sen t for Attorn ey Joh n 
Cash man , wh o succeeded in get­ 
tin g th e ban k officials to. con sen t 
to a sen ten ce of two in stead of 
th ree years, an d th e programme as 
arran ged was parried out in th e 
crimin al court durin g th e aftern oon , 
th e un derstan din g bein g th at Rob­ 
in son will be con veyed to th e pen i­ 
ten tiary Mon day. 


Th e aftern oon train carried Mr. 
Wallace an d h is prospective custo­ 
mer to Lamon te to view th e Clay­ 
baugh lan d, but scarcely h ad th ey 
pulled out from th e dey .; before 
th e Th ird Nation al ban k officials 
sen t th e followin g telegram :

Of Robin son ’s past h istory n oth ­ 
in g is kn own , as h e positively re­ 
fused to un bosom h imself. 
His 
attorn ey, Mr. Cash man , says h e 
comes of an excellen t family, but 
h is relatives will n ever kn ow of 
h is disgrace. 
He is n ot a profes­ 
sion al crimin al, but goes to th e 
state’s prison on h is first false step. 
It was learn ed last even in g th at 
Robin son , wh ich n ame is n o doubt 
fictitious, visited th e Citizen s’ Na­ 
tion al ban k Friday morn in g, an d 
approach in g 
Assistan t 
Cash ier 
Crawford, offered th e Pocatello 
draft on deposit, an d stated th at 
h e desired to open an accoun t with 
th e ban k. 
He was in formed th at 
h e would h ave to be iden tified, an d 
left th e ban k osten sible to get 
some on e to vouch for h im, but of 
course h e n ever return ed. 
Will Wallace, of May & Wal- 
lace, is out $3 or $4 in en tertain in g 
Robin son , but h e h as th e satisfac­ 
tion of kn owin g th at h e assisted 
materially in brin gin g about h is ar­ 
rest an d is n ot losin g an y sleep 
over h is loss.

krardin^ the Sedalia Business 
Men's Club. 


Hon . Joh n T. Heard, presiden t 
of th e Sedalia Trust compan y an d 
Sedalia Busin ess Men ’s club, yes­ 
terday received a telegram from 
Paul F. Vogel, h alf own er an d 
man ager of th e St. Louis h osiery 
factory th at h as arran ged to m jve 
to Sedalia, sayin g th e mach in ery 
would leave th ere last n igh t an d h e 
h imself would arrive h ere Mon day. 
Th e factory, as previously stated 
in th ese column s, will occupy th e 
two-story brick buildin g own ed by 
W. H. Powell, 911 East Th ird 
street, formerly occupied by J. K . 
Hart with a gen eral store, an d will 
give employmen t to forty people 
to begin with , th e an n ual payroll 
bein g between 310,000 an d $12,- 
000. 
If th e en couragemen t is ex­ 
ten ded th at is 
an ticipated, th e 
plan t will be employin g 100 or 
more people before it h as been run ­ 
n in g a year. 
Th is is on ly a begin n in g for th e 
Busin ess Men ’s club, but it sh ows 
wh at can be don e wh en a body of 
earn est workers set about it io ac­ 
complish 
someth in g. 
Presiden t 
Heard, in talkin g of th e matter 
yesterday with a represen tative of 
th e D e m o c r a t , said : 
“ Th e Busin ess Men ’s club at 
presen t h as a membersh ip of on ly 
115, but I h ope to see it in creased 
to n ot less th an 150 with in th e 
n ext few days. 
Th e fact is we 
ough t to h ave 300 members, but it 
is absolutely n ecessary th at we 
h ave 150 to carry out th e con tract 
en tered in to by a committee from 
th e club with Mr. Vogel, in th e 
in terest of every person wh o h as 
an y fin an cial in terest in Sedalia. 
‘Tt is true th ere are 
several 
bran ch es of busin ess th at h ave n ot 
yet been can vassed with a view to 
in creasin g th e membersh ip, but 
Messrs. George E. Dugan an d F. 
F. Combs will make a can vass th is 
week, an d I sin cerely trust th at 
our people will respon d as th ey 
sh ould. 
“ Th e club h as agreed to do cer­ 
tain th in gs in con sideration of Mr. 
Vogel removin g h is factory h ere, 
an d with th e receipts from mem- 
Dersh ip fees an d mon th ly dues we 
can meet th e obligation s with 150 
members, but it is absolutely n eces­ 
sary th at we secure th at n umber.” 
Th e D e m o c r a t join s Mr. Heard 
in expressin g th e h ope th at th e 
club membersh ip may be in creased 
to 150 at th e earliest 
possible 
momen t. 
Th ere is n o citizen wh o 
own s h is h ome th at can afford to re­ 
main on th e outside, as th e mem­ 
bersh ip fee is on ly $5 per an n um 
an d th e dues 50 cen ts per mon th , 
or a total of $11 a year. 
On e Oh io street merch an t yes­ 
terday h an ded Presiden t Heard a 
ch eck for $11, membersh ip fee an d 
mon th ly dues for th e en suin g year. 
Th is is th e righ t kin d of an exam­ 
ple an d sh ows th at th e gen tleman 
in q uestion h as faith in th e ability 
of th e club to accomplish great 
good for th e city. 
Get in to th e 
ban d wagon , people of Sedalia, 
an d th e D e m o c r a t ’s word for it 
you will n ever h ave an y occasion 
for regret.

Mr. Goodwin is Asked to Organ ize a 
Citizen s’ Allian ce to Offset 
a Boycott. 


Th e followin g dispatch of th e 
i6th in st. from Pittsburg, Kas., is 
of local in terest because of its ref­ 
eren ce to a well kn own Sedalian : 
Th ere h as been recen tly a de­ 
cided con flict between th e Missouri 
an d Kan sas Teleph on e compan y 
an d th e labor un ion s of th is city, 
in wh ich th e cen tral body of th e 
un ion s declared a boycott on th e 
compan y an d th e patron s of th e 
teleph on e 
compan y 
h ave 
been 
waited on by committees an d told 
to cease to use th e teleph on e or be 
in cluded in th e boycott. 
Th e situation became very un ­ 
pleasan t an d busin ess was greatly 
impaired, because on ly a few tele­ 
ph on es were in use. 
A few prom­ 
in en t men in vited J. West Good­ 
win , of th e Sedalia Bazoo, to come 
an d 
in stitute a 
secret 
coun ter 
organ ization kn own as th e Citizen s’ 
Allian ce, wh ich h as been success­ 
fully organ ized at Sedalia, Scran ­ 
ton , Pa., Bloomin gton , 111., an d 
several oth er cities, to coun teract 
th e evils of th e boycott an d oth er 
acts of force, coercion an d persecu­ 
tion . 
Several h un dred citizen s h ave 
already en rolled in th e n ew organ i­ 
zation an d meetin gs are h eld every 
n igh t. 
Th e Kan sas City Journ al 
of 
Saturday says th e strike is liable to 
exten d un til it in volves all of th e 
Bell offices in Missouri an d Kan sas, 
but th e teleph on e people do n ot 
an ticipate an yth in g of th e kin d. 


Th e Journ al th ere q uotes Man ager 
Burt, of th e Kan sas City office: 
“ Th e local office, th e same as 
th ose of th e oth er station s of th e 
compan y, is run as an 
‘open ’ 
office—th at is, we employ eith er 
un ion or n on -un ion men , an d do 
n ot 
discrimin ate 
again st eith er 
class. 
“ We pay th e un ion scale of wages, 
but we do n ot recogn ize th e un ion . 
Wh y sh ould we? 
Th ey h ave n o 
on e th at can sign a con tract th at 
would be bin din g, as th ey are n ot 
an in corporated body an d n o on e 
could be h eld respon sible in case of 
an y trouble. 
“ Th en , too, th e men h ^ e are 
con ten t; th ey are gettin g th e un ion 
scale an d everyth in g th at th ey h ave 
asked for, so I h ardly believe th at 
th ey will strike because a few dis­ 
affected men down in Kan sas can 
n ot run th in gs to suit th emselves.”
